Also, in justice to myself and the News, 
T desire to state that both this editor and 
this newspaper are heartily in favor of 
Socialism and Bolshevism, and alwaks 
have been, and always expect to he. We 
claim to be just as good a Soeialist and 
Bolshevist as Mr. Mundell or anybody 
else ean possibly he-—and still don’t hes- 
itate for a minute to say that there are 
many thousands of Socialists and Bolshe- 
vists who ought to be in the penitentiaries 
today, and that they would be right there 
p. d. q. if it was left up to me to decide. 

Where this gentleman gets off wrong is 
that he draws no line between Bolshevism 
and Bolshevists, and T and the News do— 
most décidedly. In my judgment Socialism 
and Bolshevism, as such, are as grand in 
theory as is the Christian religion. The 
supreme Socialist and Bolshevist was un- 
doubtedly Christ. But a theory is one 
thing and how it turns out in practice is 
another. 

T. contend that the seed of Socialism 
and Bolshevism, and the sowers of that 
seed are responsible for and must abide 
by and be judged by—not the seed but the 
harvest. And that a more damnable har- 
vest of crime, riot, terrorism, murder and 
outrage never has been garnered in the 
history of the world than is being harvest- 
ed right now by Socialists and Bolshevists 
in Russia and Germany is so plain a fact 
that even he who runs may read. 

And Socialism and Bolshevism must 
stand or fall, not by its beautiful theories, 
but by that harvest of red-handed and 
beastial crime, because it alone is respon- 
sible for the erime, and no chain can be 
any stronger. than its weakest link. 

To illustrate: T am sure that if any 
minister of the gospel here in Richmond 
were asked about it he would say that in 
the News and its editor he and they have 
had a strong and staunch friend and ep- 
worker, yet if those ministers should start 
out today upon a eareer of black and 
damnable crime, of looting, murder and 
the outrage of women, I and the News

would not judge them by the grand gos- 
pel which they preached from their pul- 
pits, but by the crimes they committed, 
and should advocate shooting them down 
like any other mad dogs or rattlesnakes. 
And they would have to stand or fall, in, 
the courts and in publie opinion, not by 
their mouthed gospel but by their deeds. 

I cannot and will not condone the awtul 
crimes committed by the Socialists and 
Bolshevists of Russia and Germany, yet 
Mr. Mundell evidently does, on the theory, 
i presume, that the end Justifies the 
means—a most falacious and damnable 
doctrine. He says only forty thousand 
were butchered in Russia. Well, I should 
say that is about enough. The butchery 
of forty thousand human beings ought to 
satisfy the lust for blood of most anybody 
—even Socialists and Bolshevists of the 
Mundell brand. 

But it does not satisfy them, for the 
butchery still continnes every day, with 
no end in sight—crime of every conceiv- 
able kind, looting of everything in sight, 
murder most foul, and, it is claimed by 
what seems to be indisputable authority, 
the ‘‘nationalizing’’ of women. I know 
not what men like Mr. Mundell may think 
about that sort of thing, but what I think 
about it is unprintable. T think, among 
other things, that any man who advocates 
the indiscriminate use of other men’s 
wives and daughters as national breeding 
stock ought to be: killed like a dog, and 
if Peven catch such an inhuman brute any- 
where near my wife or daughters that is 
just exactly what is going to happen to 
him. 

Socialism and. Bolshevism are heantiful 
pipe dreams. They never have materialized 
in practice and never will until centuries 
have brought about ednueation and the 
elimination of human greed and human 
selfishness. 

Tam in favor of those theories, for they 
are in perfect aecord with the doctrine of 
the Brotherhood of Man, but IT refuse to 
condone the erimes committed by a lot. 
of half-baked ignoramnses who when in- 
noculated with that virus by men like 
Mundell immediately confound Jiberty 
with license, become mono-maniacs on one 
subject and proceed to run amuck and kill 
everybody they come to who does not sub- 
scribe to their mania. 

Ninety-five per cent of the population 
of Russia cannot even read or write. T 
admit T am ignorant, but by the ever liv- 

ing gods T am not that dense, and T refuse 
to take my ereed and code of ethies from 
any such addled and muddled source. In 
the main they were innocent, until men 
just like this Mundell got among them and 


preached the pernicious doctrine of uni- - 


versalism as represented by a standpoint 
of equality, ability, property and wealth. 
Such men, not knowing or realizing it, 
let us be ch: writable enough to say, start 

these awful waves of blood and crime, 
and then can’t stop it. They have not sense 
enough to know that if a bull is prodded 
he is going to go on the warpath and try 
to kill everything obstructing his nath. 

All han] the grand and enohling dee- 
trines of Christianity, Socialism and Bol- 
shevism! May they sink deep into the 
minds of men as-time rolls on! 

And in the meantime may every red- 
handed murderer and outrager cf voman- 
hood be exterminated from off the face 
of the earth, no matter whether he hides 
behind Christianity or Confuseuism. So- 
cialism, Bolshevism, or just ordinary 
every day damphoolism.
